Ss. C. A. A. NEWS 
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has been maintained by a portion of the pro- 

ceeds from the annual sale of Christmas Seals. 
The total net income of the State Committee 

during the past 14 years was $556,626. This 

sum came from three sources as follows: 

From the Russell Sage Foundation $275,585; 


from the State Committee's portion of the sale 
of Christmas Seals, $272.711; and from other 
minor sources of income, $11,329. Mr. Kings 
bury called attention to the fact that while 
the State Committee is to serve as the operat- 
ing agency for the up-State tuberculosis demon- 
strations to be financed by the Milbank Foun- 
dation (see page 21 of this issue of the 
News) the funds for this work will be ex- 
pended in the localities where the demonstra- 
tions are to be carried on and will not be avail- 
able for the general work of the State Com- 
mittee on Tuberculosis and Public Health as 
had been the case with the grants formerly 
made by the Russell Sage Foundation. 


$1,852,000 Raised From Seals 


Mr. Folks in commenting upon the results 
of the Christmas Seal sales since 1909, called 
attention to the fact that $1,852,749 had been 
raised by the sale of Christmas Seals in the 
State during the past fourteen years, that $1,- 
422.979 had been kept by local committees to be 
expended locally and that $274,141 had been sent 
to the State Committee to use in the promo- 
tion of the State-wide seal sales of which local 
committees had been the main _ beneficiaries, 
and in the general programs of work of the 
State Committee. Of the latter sum $168.510 
was expended for the general work of. the State 
Committee and $105,631 in promoting the State- 
wide seal sales. 

Since 1908 the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation has received a total of $155,628 from 
the New York State Seal campaigns. 

Mr. Folks also said that the policy of the 
State Committee in steadily pushing the for- 
Imation Of locai fa t eounty 

in the State, so that all excepting two are now 
organized, while necessary for the best inter- 
ests of the tuberculosis movement, had never- 
theless resulted in reducing the State Gommit- 
tee’s income from unorganized territory to prac- 
tically nothing, and that the State Committee 
must therefore look to the local organizations 
to meet the entire expense of maintaining the 


general program of work of the State Com- 
mittee.

1923 Budget Approved 


The budget under which the State Commit- 
tee is now operating and that proposed for 
1923 were presented to the conference, ex- 
plained in detail, and unanimously approved. 
The need for two additional lines of service by 
the State Committee, if given adequate funds 
to finance them, were considered. One is the 
employment of a nutrition specialist to super- 
vise nutrition activities now being carried on 
by local committees, to hold institutes for the 
training of nutrition workers and to secure the 
taking over by the duly constituted loeal author- 
ities of nutrition work after a demonstration 
of its value shall have been made in various 
localities. The other desirable line of work 


is conducting occupational therapy demonstra- _ 


tions to introduce the “work cure” into small 
hospitals on the cireuit rider plan. There are 
five groups of two hospitals each where such 
work is needed and should be undertaken. 

, The general discussion which ensued regard- 
ing the State Committee's budget, the various 
services needed and the percentage of the geal 
proceeds to be sent to the State and National 
Associations, was earnest, thorough and large- 
minded, 


Unity of Tuberculosis Movement 


Dr. Charles J. Hatfield, Managing Directo 
of the National Tuberculosis Association, i 
opening the discussion said that the payment b 
the local committees of 17 per cent of the gros 










proceeds, in addition to the cost of the cam- 
paign supplies is exceptionally small as com- 
pared with the percentages paid by local tuber- 
culosis organizations in other states, and 
stressed the importance of local committees 
giving adequate support to the State and Na- 
tional Associations. 

He drew a convincing picture of the unity of 
the tuberculosis movement, of the interdepen- 
dence of the local, state and national organi- 
zations upon one another and of the dependence 
of all upon the unique financial and educational 
device of the Christmas seal.

sale at 17 per cent, local committees to pay 
the cost of campaign supplies, was unanimous, 
the motion being made by Isaae Adler, Presi- 
dent, Tuberculosis Association of Rochester 
and Monroe County. The same was true of the 
decision to fix $500,000 as the goal of the 1922 
campaign. Representatives of several commit- 
tees expressed themselves as ready to pay in 
advance for their campaign supplies in order 
that the State Committee should not be obliged 
to assume the full financial obligation involved 
in their advance purchase.
